1 . Claims 9-23, 29-36, 44 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicants have cancelled claims 1-8, 24-28, 37-43 and amended claims 9-23, 
29-36, 44 in compliance with the objection of the office action dated 08/10/04. Upon 
further consideration, prior art, taking individually or collectively, fails to fairly teach 
improved method and apparatus for receiving information using a direct sequence code 
division multi-access receiver, as claimed, the subject matter "receiving a first signal 
that includes one or more direct sequence codes; sampling the first signal to obtain a 
series of complex chip values; multiplying each Nth complex chip value in the series, 
where N is an-integer, by a complex conjugate of another complex chip value in the 
series that is separated from the Nth complex chip value by a predetermined number of 
places to obtain a differentially decoded series; performing a vector dot product 
between a plurality of bit length sub-series selected from the differentially decoded 
series, and a reference vector to obtain a series of dot product values; and comparing 
each of the series of dot product values to one or more predetermined constants" in 
independent claims 9 and similarly in claims 29 and 44 (claims 10-23, 30-36 depend 
therefrom). Therefore, claims 9-23, 29-36, 44 are found to be novel and unobvious over 
prior art of record.
